poses, On the other band this reinforce. 
mont may bo sent merely asa precaution in 
¢as9 uf o disagreement with Bnaglind over 
the Afghan frontier question. We should 
be glad to entertain the latter idea, but this 
da rather difficult in the face of the rather 
significant hints dropped by some Russian 
journals lately with regard to the reported 
intention of the Russian Government to oe 
eupy Port Lazireff. The Museow Veddmooti, 
“for instance, roforring to this report and the 
consequent diplomatic action of England, in 
China and Korea, says:—" No protests, how.

The 
fact that there is such great haste manifesto: in 
the supply of arms for China, seoms 5, strong 
theory that itis for possible warfere apon Atnori- 
can interests in that country, with the view of 
brinviig about a recognition from this Govirn- 
tant of this demand.” :

160 of them ware of $100 value each, and the 
remainder were 850 notes. Qua of the handker- 
chiefs was cotton, and the other was. silk; those 
produged are'the onas, I hare been acting’ in 
this matter for the Chartered Bank, and F. be- 
lieve Mr. da Gilva sent for mo because of that.

No ench qnastion had bean asked, aad hothought 
ho was entitled to asanme that the question had 
not: been asked because they were afraid to yutit, 
Thera was uo ovidanos” that they brought 
anything .on board the steamer, It way 
evan possible that Beltran might have hat: the

sion but that it camo into his possession moder 
suspicious ciroumstanees,’ It had not been at- 
tempted by the prosecution, and’ thora was not a 
tittlaofavidenoato show how the monay had ovme 
into his hands. The aotes thomsalves were not 
in evidence, and all the evidence they bad. to 
identify thom was that of tho shroff who could 
only say he believed the greater number of tha 
totes he paid. to Beltran were those of his 
own Rank.

Of enarga the mare fuct of. tha 
monny having been obtained by meansof + forged 
document, in the absenca of any: sa 
account from the prisoner of his pos: 
tha money, raisod a strong inferenos ; but in this 
enso thove was ho évidence whataver of the 
identity of the monoy found with the money 
which had been fraudulently obtained. For the 
jucy to come to a verdict of gatlty in this case 
it was not sufficient that there ‘wore suspicions 
civenmstances in the oase, but thoy must bo 
satisfied that the ovidence produced in the case 
was of a character to exclude any other con- 
elasion. In this onse, howavar, thera woremany 
other presumptions open to the jury. There was 
nothing to show even thst someone had not 
wilfully put the money inthis box, and thers wore 
numerous other presumptions whioh tho ovidence 
loft open to tho jury. Heagain begged thojury to 
dismiss from their tainds anything they might 
hava beard in conneation with the case outside the 
court, andtodeal with itentirely upon the evidence 
which had beon-prodaced by the prosecution.

In a colony like Honglong, where the Jan. 
gange used in the courts is not that of the 
bulk of the population, “correct interpretna- 
tion, is an essential fastor in the equal’ ad. 

Our judges: and 
aagistrates may be of superlative abilities, 
but ifthe channol through which they re. 
ceive the evidence given Bafore them bo do- 
fective they are nevertheless in constant 
danger of giving wrong decisions, That tho 
ioterpretation in the Hongkong Courts is 
not universally sntisfactory is au- assertion 
that inust be admitted by any ono at xll 
conversant with the subject, In the Sue 
preme Court, where Mr. Batu isin charge 
of the department, there ia no room for com.

ing not only with the courts but with “the 
interpretation in all the other departments, 
would be the best way of establishing tho 
interpretation on a better busis is a mutter 
of detail which way bo dealt with hereaftor, 
One thing at lenst ia certain, Tho exponsive 
cadets, who were formerly styled studont in- 
terpreters, can nevor, or rarely ever, be used 
as interpreters. Not one in a score could 
acquire sufficient mastery of the language 
in the time they dave to study it, The 
material for interpreters exists on the spot 
in the youths who have grown up in the Co» 
lony, but who inust be sought and sufficient 
inducemvnt held out to them to add a know. 
ledge of the written character to their fluency 
in the colloquial, In the oarlier daya of 
the colony aome serious’ attempt was made 
to secure really efficient interpretation, bul 
thon succeeded ‘the lnisses faire policy, and 
with the exception of the appoixtment.of 
Mr. Bann some seven or cight years ngo no- 
thing has since heen done by tho Govern- 
arent to’ improve the previoualy existing 
state of affiirs.

At last » Royal Conmission has been ap- 
pointed to inquire into the causes of the de- 
preciation of siver. This is ona of the moat 
important quéations that have come -to the 
front. during tha -present-century;-and-the- 
report of the Commission just appointed will 
be'awnited with the keenest interest, The 
impression tins heen rapidly gaining ground 
in England that the long continued depres. 
sion in trade is due tv, the appreci ition of 
gold, and the recoummondntion. of Lord 
Ippesuuraa's Commission that a special 
Commission should be appointed to inquire 
into that branch of the subject shows the 
importance they attached to it.. The Timea 
slag, after treating the bi-mietallic agitation 
with supercilious contempt, now approaches 
it in a very diffarent spirit, and. without a6.
